One of the most frequent causes of poor Indoorpldnt 
growth Is Improper watering. If a plant bcicomes dry 
enough to wilt, damage con result. Repeated or I6ng- 
tcrm wilting con kill a plant rather quickly. 

Too much water can also damage and kill plants,, 
although on a more gradual basis. Soil supplies ox- — 
ygen as well as water to the roots. When soil is con' 
stantly wet, there is little room for air. Without ade- 
quate air or oxygen, the roots gradually die. With 
fewer roots, the top of the plant also deteriorates.

On the average, Indoorplants need to be watered 
about once a wcelcrH owcvcr, plant needs vary con- 
siderably. A large plant In a small pot should be 
watered less often.

The room 
temperature and type of sol) will moke some dif- 
ference In how often watering In needed.

What may be one of Uic most 
beautiful and most elaborate 
Christmas trees In the country, is the
